DANGER “IN LEAVING 
RUSSIA TO HER FATE” 


| Premier Loudly Cheered 
When He Enters House to 
Give Account of 
Genoa Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON. May 25.—In speaking 
of the possibility of the rearm- 
ing of Russia with German assist- 
ance, Prime Minister Lloyd George 
said in the House of Commons to- 
day, emphasizing each word: 


‘arise making it necessary to go back 


itering.” 

Loud cheers greeted the Prime 
Minister when he entered the House 
of Commons at 3:45 for a debate on 
the foreign policies of the Govern- 
ment, which is likely to have an im- 
portant bearing upon his political 
future. 

The Genoa conference formed the 
text for the debate, with the Premier 
ready to point to its achievements, 
such as the agreement for a truce, 
'and the economic results reached, 
and his opponents having for one 
thing the Russo-German treaty as 
the basis for criticisms of the hap- 
penings at- Genoa. 

Lloyd George in beginning his 
speech said he purposed dealing only 
with the business of the Genoa gath- 
ering and did not intend to discuss 
German relations or British relations 
with France, an opportunity for dis- 
cussion of which would be provided 
next week. 

“War Atmosphere Remains.” 

The Prime Minister, after review- 
ing the objects of the conference, 
‘said that in regard to the question 
whether the conference had _  suc- 
ceeded. he would simply state the 
the members 


‘facts fairly and let 
judge them fairly. 

Although peace had been estab- 
lished in Europe, it was quite clear, 
said Lloyd George, that the war at- 
mosphere to a certain extent re- 
mained. 

As for Russia, it was hopeless for 
her, whatever her government, said 
the premier, to expect to extricate 
herself from the pit of squalid mis- 
ery without the assistance of the 
other 30 nations. There were three 
alternatives in dealing with the Rus- 
sian situation, Lolyd George pointed 
out. The first was force, which had 
failed. No one had suggested that 
at Genoa. The second was to leave 
Russia to her fate. 

“But how,” he asked, “could we 
insure Europe against the risks this 
policy would involve?” “The Russo- 
German agreement shows the sort of 
peril I mean.” 

Where Germany Might Aid. 

Germany, said the Premier, could 
not re-equip Russia economically, not 
having the capital, but that was not 
the case with armaments, as there 
was every natural resource in one 
country and complete technical skill 
in the other. 

“The British delegation,” he sald, 
“realized that it was necessary for 
‘the peace of the world, whatever 
'was thought of the soviet govern- 
ment that some arrangement with 
Russia be made in order to enable 
her to help tn swelling the volume of 
trade on which so many millions de- 
pend, and in order to give a sense of 
stability and security to Europe.” 

Russian leaders, said the Prime 
Minister, quite realized they were not 
going to get credit from the West 
on a basis of confiscation and re- 
pudiation of debts. They also knew 
that Russia never would be restored 
/ until she got credit. As regards debts 
of money advanced to Russia befors 
the revolution, he said, the Russians 
were prepared to compromise, say- 
ing the obligations they accepted 
would depend upon the assistance re- 
ceived. He said the Hague confer- 
ence was to be a practical discussion 
between the experts on the basts of 
the Cannes resolutions. 

“IT am very hopeful,” he said, “that 
'when they come down to examina- 
.tion of political propositions some- 
'thing will be achieved.” 

Obstacles Met at Genoa. 

“In the meantime,” he declared. 
‘we have had to consider what 
could be done in order to prevent a 
conflict in Europe. 

“Tam not going to say that Genoa 
; will ultimately succeed; I believe it 
hag accomplished great things al- 
ready. If Genoa fails, the position 
of Europe will indeed be tragic.”

NEGRO'S STORY OF HIS 
ESUAPE FROM MOB 


Georgia Prisoner Tells Sheriff of 
'Capturing ‘‘White Hound”’ After 
Jump From Auto. 


By the Associated Press. 
MACON, Ga., May 25.—Jim Den- 


son, negro, prayed unusually long in 


he threw himself upon his bunk for 
his first real sleep this week; he 
prayed for the members of the mob 
that broke into the’ jail at Irwinton 


Tuesday, dragged him out and at- 
tempted to lynch him, and prayed for 
his ultimate release. 

Denson is under sentence to be 
hanged June 16 for an alleged at- 
tack upon an aged white woman 
three years ago. His case went to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

Denson was captured yesterday by 
a posse, who did not believe in lynch- 
ing. They turned Denson over to 
Sheriff L. P. Player at Irwinton, who 
a few hours before had declared his 
belief that Denson was dead. 

Placed in Jail in Macon. 

As soon as the negro could be fed 
and clothed, for there were only a 
few rags left on his body, he was 
brought to the county jail in this city. 

“Lawdy, boss; looks mighty good, 
jail sho do,” said Denson as the car 
in which he was riding swerved into 
the gateway of the local jail. 

“I’se mighty proud to be here,” 
and he smiled until his big white 
teeth glistened. 

“They tied a rope 
neck,”” said Denson, “then they 
dragged me into the car. I asked 
them to let me pray and they replied 
that they had no time. 

“T heard them say 
shoot me just out of town. The knot 
on the rope*around my neck was 
choking me. I reached up one hand 
in the dark and felt the slipknot. I 
untied it. The car was speeding 30 
miles an hour. I says to myself, ‘Jim, 
jump or be kilt.’ I jumped feet first, 
‘flam-flooey,’ just like that; I hit 
the ground on my feet and then on 
my head, and then I. must have

I took off 
my belt and tied him to me.”

District Attorney Weeks of West- 
‘chester County, just before leaving 
‘the court house in 
vesterday, said he had become con- 
vinced part of the story told by Ward 
was untrue. “I can’t see at this 
minute that he could be held on a 
charge of first degree murder,” the 
'District Attorney said. “If he could 
‘be, he wouldn’t be out on bail.” 
It was said last night that Ward 
‘Rad sent his resignation as chairman 
of the board of police commissioners 
lof New Rochelle, but that it had not 
‘been received. Weeks said he had 
| made no agreement with Ward's at- 
'torneys to grant any immunity and 
| that Ward had not been charged 
| with manslaughter, but with ‘a kill- 
ling.” . 
| “Must Prove Every Point.” 

‘You can say for me that Iam not 
satisfied with Ward’s story of the 
killing,” Weeks said. “There are 
many points in it that do not sound 
just right to me. He must prove 
every point in his story to our com- 
'plete satisfaction, and that 
must be given publicly. 
| “Tle will have to explain what be- 
came of Peters’ gun. That point I 
| particularly want to know about. He 
must prove that there was a strug- 
gle: he must prove there was a pis- 
tol battle. 

“Only one shell was found, and 
yet I asked him, when he was ad- 
'mitted to bail, what'sort of a gun 
he used and he told me it was a 
88 caliber Colt automatic, which 
would have ejected the shells. 

“Do not think we have swallowed 
his story, hook, Mne and sinker, as 
we haven't.”

‘was powder stained. He said he 
would have Sheriff Werner show 
them as soon as he returned. The 
Sheriff did not appear. Weeks said 
he understood Peters’ coat apparent- 
‘ly was open, that the bullet went 
through the vest close to a button- 
hole and that there was a hole in 
through the back. 

Ward was asked at his home fn 
New Rochelle by the newspaper men 
to permit them to examine his coupe, 
in which he drove with Peters, and 
‘a window of which he said was 
shattered by a bullet. 
‘te do so. In the face of all the pub- 
‘lic discussion of the case, Ward and 
his lawyers maintained silence on 
the unanswered questions. 

Coroner Fitzgerald said no blood 
was found near the body, because 
the bullet had passed through the 
heart from the center of the chest 
and the wound closed like a small 
hole in a punctured automobile tire. 

“The autopsy showed there were 
internal hemorrhages and two quarts 
of blood were found in the chest and 
lungs,” the Coroner said.

60 Per Cent Needed Treatment. 

“A recent physical examination by 
a New York institution of 250,000 
persons in all walks of life disclosed 
that 66 per cent of them were need- 
ing treatment and that only 20 of 
the 60 per cent were receiving it.

FINDS FAT PEOPLE EAT 
~ LESS THAN THIN ONES 


Doctor Reads Paper on Easy 
Medical Method of Re- 
ducing Obesity. 

An easy medical method of reduc- 
ing obesity—medicalese for taking 
off fat—was described by Dr. C. 
Lee Graber of Cleveland, a surgeon, 
who helps patients reduce their 
weight as a diversion from his usual 
practice, in a paper before the Prac- 
tice of Medicine Sectfon of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association at the 
Odeon yesterday. The patient’s 
chief duty by this method is to take 
a simple drug regularly, in accord- 
ance with directions. ¥ 

The drug is thyroid, an extract 
from the thyroid gland of the sheep, 
end is taken in tablet form, prefer- 
ably dessicated. The thyroid gland 
is & sMall gland in the neck, which 
presides over the metabolic func- 
tions of the body—building up and 
tearing down, whether the body is 
a human being’s or the sheep's. 
Goiter is an enlargement of the thy- 
roid gland. 

Physicians who heard the -paper 
@uggested that the public, or rather 
the stouter members of the public, 
refrain from taking thyroid.tablets 
without a. doctor’s advice. 

Eat Less Than Thin Ones. 

"Obesity is not to. be confused 
with mere plumpness or the over- 
weight of advanced age,’ Dr. Gra- 
ber said. “Obesity is usually attri- 
buted to overeating and underexer- 
cise. I do not agree with that. Fat 
people as a class eat less than thin 
ones, despite the fact that they have 
more need of food than the thin, to 
compensate for the burden of carry- 
ing their weight. 

“In my practice I have had suc-_ 
cess in reducing obesity by the use 
of thyroid, but to neglect details of 
the treatment spells failure. Some 
of the details are: 

“Diet. If the patient is sedentary 
a somewhat restricted diet will be 
of benefit but otherwise not. I 
treated a carpenter who was so big 

he couldn’t get between the stud- 
ding of the buildings he helped erect. 
I couldn't cut down his diet, because 
he needed food; he was doing all 
the work the union would let him. 

“As to exercise, many of the pa- 
tients are already overworked. Con- 
stipation should be avoided. Coin- 
cident diseases should receive appro- 
priate attention. Only such ordinary 
baths as are required for cleanli- 
ness are needed and the various 
fancy baths are unsatisfactory. The 
various waters to drink are not rec- 
ommended. Thyroid medicine - is 
better than all the other treatments 
combined. 

“lf would make these suggestions 
for the use of the thyroid treatment. 
The origin of the malady should be 
explained to the patient, that it Is 
not a disease, but a condition that 
may be remedied bz: supplying the 
body with a substance, the admin- 
istration of which is the same as 
adding salt to food. It 1s !mportant 

that the physician dispense his own 
medicine, preferably using the tab- 
lets, to be obtained from a good drug 
house, and doesn't change brands. 

“The physician should emphasize 
that a decrease in weight of one-half 
to one pound a week fs sufficient; that 
is, at least 26 pounds a year, and a 
heavy person can be properly re- 
duced in five years, which is rapid 
enough. A suggested dose is one to 
two grains U. 8S. P. dessicated 
thyroid, three times a day, with 
meals. There,will be no ill effect 
or unpleasant reaction then. If too 
much of the medicine is given, head- 
aches and other symptoms will re- 
sult, evidence of the danger of hy- 
perthyroidism. If too little is given, 
no reduction will result. 

Dangerous as Disease. 

“Inspections should be made 
weekly to determine progress and 
weight should be the only guide for 
changing the dose in the absence of 
hyperthyroidism. After a while the 
dose may be reduced to a smal 
amount to fill the bodily lack, and 
eventually, perhaps after years, the 
use may be stopped. Obesity is more 
or less dangerous and should receiva 
as careful attention as do diseases.” 

A woman physician, Dr. Peters of 
Los Angeles, Cal., took issue with 
Dr. Graber’s statement that fat peo- 
ple are light eaters. She called the 
idea a myth. Another woman phy- 
sician, of embonpoint herself, told 
the speaker after the meeting that 
the less she ate the heavier she be- 
came.

OVER “162” ON GOLF BALLS

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The Unit- 
ed States Golf Association, through 
counsel, vesterday appealed to the 
Federal Trade Commission and the 
Commissioner of Patents to take 
steps to stopethe practice of the Al- 
lied Golf Co. of Chicago in using 
the term “official golf ball” on wrap- 
pers of balls manufactured by it and 
in stamping on such balls the nu- 
merals “162.” 

The petitions were filed by James 
F. Burke, general counse! for the 
golf association and were signed by 
J. Frederic Byers, president of the as- 
sociation. They recite that in July, 
1920. after a joint conference with 
the Royal and Ancient Committee in 
Scotland, the United States Golf As- 
sociation adopted a rule limiting the 
weight and diameter of the ball per- 
mitted in tournaments to 1.62 ounces 
and 1.62 inches respectively. 

The petition further declares that 
after this rule was publish broad- 
cast, the Allied company btained 
a patent office registration for the

Now such remedies 
as are effectual in this condition 
during maturity are contraindicated 
in the aged because of the depres- 
sing effect such remedies have upon 
the heart.
